as having been the courier with ivhom he met in Zurich. The two UPHILL star- 
ve ilia nts we re even less certain that SMISEK was the courier. One surveil- 
lant was unablo t.o get a good look at the courier and the other surveillant 
was only able to see the man from a considerable distance. The second courier 
feels that the contact man was oldsr than SMISEK, (Since we do not have the 
date of the picture, they are somewhat handicapped in evaluating this statement.) 
UPHILL feels that their source's opinion that the individual was probably . 

SMISEK is correct, and that a more definite identification is not possible 
since GRAMM was only together with the .courier for a few minutes. 

2, Since 3KUTZBACH has been away either on vacation or trips to visit 
various Dienststella n, vre have not been able to discuss recent developments 
in Fall MONOGRAUM with him until recently. On 2k August 1961 ©KUTZBACH gave 
us an oral briefing on the current status of the case, and this was summarized 
in a cable dated 25 August 1961. During GRAMM's visit to E ast Berlin on 17/18 
Jure 1961, he received radio training and a new code and SW system, A s cover 
address for his SW messages, lie was to use his sister (GOTTLAROVA) . The in- 
struction given him regarding th<? receipt of radio messages was not complete, 
and hs was unable to transcribe the final portion of the message. From pur 
discussions with ©KUTZBACH, it appeared that some portion of the instructions 
was purposely omittod from the training GRAMM received on 17/l8 June. Possibly 
this concerned details on deciphering the messages, since CEtAMM has been in- 
structed only to copy messages as part of his training. He received tr ai ning 
broadcasts on 10 August and again on ll and 12 August. He was given ora frequency 
for receiving messages during the week and another frequency to be used on Sundays, 
Ife was also instructed to come to East Berlin on 19 August 1961 fojr the next 
meeting and completion of this training. 

3 ox When the Berlin situation tightened, GRAMM wrote an SW message and 
mailed it to his sister in Prague asking whether or not the meeting was still 
to be held on the 19th of August in East Berlin, fie received a reply from his 
sister indicating that the meeting would take place in East. Berlin as planned. 
UPHILL instructed GRAMM to tal® the letter from his sister with him and attempt 
to use this as proof that he should be allowed into East Berlin if he were to 
encounter any difficulties at the East/West dividing line. GRAMM was also told 
to demand to be taken to the officer in charge of the crossing point, and if 
this didn't help him to get across into East Berlin he was to phone the Czech 
Embassy in East Berlin. 

k. On 19 August 1961 GRAMM flew to West Berlin and encountered, rip difficultie 
in crossing into East Berlin at the Priedrichstrasso check points j&ltffiM&ftoVOTNI 
as planned and was driven to a safe house at If fit. ; K /•/Mj 5 / 
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There he met again with the .yadi^cqjcb* instructor. ‘and was given the final 
instructions in the operation ot the radio communications system which is 
used by the CIS to transmit messages to him. The last training message was 
to be radioed on 22 August, and the first actual message containing 'instructions 
vras to be transmitted on 2L August. The frequency that he had been given for 
use during the vaekwill also be used, on Sundays in the future. 

5. EEI's: GRAM was told to report on one fnu DOMINIC who allegedly 

vns with the "Abwehr" and resided in Hamburg or Hannover. I_@KUTZBACH has c he deed 
UPHILL'S files and can find' no one associated with UPHILL with this name. He 1 

wa 3 also told to report on the attitude of the people towards the up-coming 
elections, the attitude of the people towards the Berlin situation and develop- 
ments, and particularly the attitude of the SDL towards both these subjects. 

He was also told to attempt to elicit information from HIAG (since GRAM was 
forms rly with the SS) and get closer to the HIAG leadership. The CIS was 
specifically interested in learning the names of former SS and HIAG members 
who are now with the "Abvshr". He received 500 OM's payment from NOVOTNY. 

6. Meeting arrangements far the future were to be changed, and no further 
meetings would take place in East Berlin. GRAMM was told that he would rext be 
net in West Berlin on KranzlereckB (near the KRANZIER CAFE ) by either "EICHMANN" 
or "NOVOTNY", and if this did not prove feasible he would be met in Zurich on 
Bahnhof strasse -in front of the Hotel GOTTHARD by a "Kontaktraann" . (it seems 
highly unlikely that Jaroslav ANTOS alias EICHMANN would meet with GRAM in 
Switzerland. ) QRAIIM is to carry a copy of the Hamburger Abendblatt unebr his 
arm as identification, and final instructions as to tine, date, and which city 
will be chosen for the meeting will be transmitted to GRAMM by radio, cf/amt
